A TEUIUJiLE ACCIDENT. 


A shocking nnd perhaps fatal accidont oc- 
urredinFall lliver at 1.22 P. M., on the 
rrival of tlio noon train from Boston Mon- 
ay, by which James Spencer, n boy 10 
ears old, loses both of his legs and pORsi- 
bly his lifo. 
Tbe train in charge of Con- 


ductor Dexter, and drawn by locomotive 
"Electric" bad just emerged from tho Cen- 
tral street tunnel, when the engineer .saw 
the boy coming down n path on tbo north 
side of the Motacomet mill, with tho inten- 
tion of crossing tho track. 


Just north of tho Motacomet tunnel where 


the accident occurred, stands a pile of cool, 
perhaps fifteen feet high, nnd between this 
coal and the tunnel the path runs. As tho 
train passed tho coal pile the boy suddenly 
stepped out from behind it on to tho track, 
which he scarcely reached before the engine 
struck him, Whnt psrt o! !he engine struck 
him is unknown, ns no trace of blood or 
ilesb could be found upon it. 
One of tbo 


rails, however, perhaps five foot into the 
tunnel, is covered with ilesb nnd blood, aud 
it is possible that tho boy was thrown from 
the track by tho locomotive, ami run over 
by the cars. 


The train wns stopped as soon as possible, 


but already one of tho switchmen ou the 
road bad picked him up nnd placed him iu 
a carriage, which drove to Dr. Terry's office.

ADVANCK IN" THE PiUUE OF SFLK. 


Thero aro indications that within fhe next 


few weeks there will be quite an advance iu 
tbe price of silk. Tho 
CSUSG for t'iis nu- 


vnnce, says tho New York Times, is found 
in the probable failure of the Italian Bilk 
crop of this year, tho severe frosts of tbo 
spring having fatally injured the cocoons 
and also prevented tho vegetation upon 
which the worms feed from properly de- 
veloping.

been expericncmi in Franco nnd Spain, 
both silk-producing countries, but with 
these tho effects of Iho frost have been less 


narily smaller, a shrinkage in these quarters 
does not materially influence (ho market. 
Tho other grent Pilk-produciug countries 
nro Chinn, India and Japan, nnd in (hose 
thero is ovory promise of a foir average 
yiold, and with nn advance iu prico iu 
Europe and America shipments will bo nindo 
sufficiently largo to partly offset the losses 
in tho Italian crop. 
Tho amount annually 


imported from tbo East is almost equal to 
the enliro European production, so Hint the 
nggregnte fnlling off may bo put at M per 
cent, of tbo volume of now silk which each 
year finds its way into tho markets of tbe 
civilized world. This diminution in supply 
is sufficient, if other things woro equal, to 
produce a rapid ndvnuco iu value, but tho 
decline in the worth of merchandise of all 
kinds has had its effect upon tho prico of 
silk, which hns been steadily going down 
sinco tho sudden start given to it by the 
short crop of 187i;. A deficiency in supply 
will occasion nt [his tinio a falling-off in uso 
rather than an enormous advance it! price, 
which in years past has followed upon a bad

PROPAGATING CACTI.—These are readily

These, laid 
on a shelf for a few days until the cut is 
dried or healed, may be inserted to one- 
third their depth in sharp sand, the base of 
the cutting resting on the sand ; the pot 
should bo well drained, being filled to with- 
in two inches of the rim with equal parts of 
turfy soil and pieces of brick, or crooks 
broken small.
